Question Raised by the Court Martial 


Case over the Marietta 


Washington, April 1.—A decision ofi 


the navy department to try by court 
martial Commander Frank 
K. Hill, 


the commanding officer of the Mari- 
etta, and Lieutenant . P. 
E. 
Damp- 


man, 
the engineer officer of the same 


ship, has attracted considerable atten- 
tion among naval officers because of 
some unusual aspects of the case. In 
the Drst place, there has been no pre- 
liminary court of Inquiry, as is usual 
in a step toward the detail of a court 
martial, which Is to meet at the Ports- 
mouth navy yard in this case. 


The charges with which Comman- 


der Hill and Lieutenant Dampman. 
are confronted are based on a report 
made by the regular board of inspec- 
tion for ships, which recently examin- 
ed the Marietta at the Hampton roads 
following a tour of service in Central 
American waters. That vessel was 
among those assigned to duty with 
the Nicaraguan expeditionary squad- 
son, but was excused, from joining on 
account of the representation "of^Com- 
mander Hill that the ship: was;* - in 
need of repairs and must be overhaul- 
ed before going on such activefduty. 


The board of inspection: found,,that 


the ship .was in a "dirty" condition, 
to employ a naval phrase. The main 
trouble speraed to come from an ac- 
cumulation of ashes which had been 
carelessly dumped in various places 


been wrought by. this condition, but 
an offharid estimate places the injury 
at about ?1000. .

It Is not, however, a question of ex- 


tent of damage., or cost of restoration. 
The navy'department is more .con- 
cerned with ascertaining what sort at 
administration prevailed on board the 
Marietta-to bring.about such a state 
of affairs as has .been reported by the 
Inspecting officers.,. 


Commander Hill has been counted 


a good-line omcer,-noted for his vig- 
or, and' he has 'engaged

technical controversies—notably

POSTAL SAVINGS BANK 


has two Important articles on the 
proposed United States postal Sav- 
ings Bank, a bill for which is before 
Congress. 


Senator Thomas H. Carter, an en- 


thusiastic advocate of the Postal Sav- 
ings Bank, in an article entitled "Thb 
Post Office as a Depository for Sav- 
ings," give an able resume of the 
different countries In which the sys- 
tem lias been tries with success and 
then makes a clear statement of the 
Act which passed the Senate but has 
yet to be considered by the House 


' of Representatives. The 
frequently 


heard objections that tho proposed 
system IB paternalistic he meets in 
this way: 
"To the charge that the 


proposed system would be paternalis- 
tic, It Is quite sufficient to answer 
that the whole postal service Is in 
the same sense paternalistic. Postof- 
flces and post-roads are established 
and maintained under constitutional 
authority for the benefit and conven- 
ience of the people. The registry 
system and the money-order system 
but extend the beneficent purposes 
of the service, and the postal deposi- 
tories'will embody only a further ex- 
tension, -which will prove of Incalcula- 
ble benefit to the body of the people 
for whom our government exists. In 
no accurate sense can the proposed 
depositories be^considerea an invas- 
ion of the field of commercial bank- 
ing It is true.that the government 
will receive the deposits at the post- 
offices, and will jealously guard and 
promptly repay such deposits on de- 
mand, but.the system will not, em- 
body any of the general features of 
a regular banking business, such as 
discounting paper, issuing bills of ex- 
change, or other forms of accommo- 
dation to which the facilities of com- 
mercial banks are devoted. Far from 
being a menace to "our banking sys- 
tem, the postal depositories wilHend 
to give greater stability to the finan- 
cial operations of the people by in- 
suring the constant -use of all our 
coin and currency in tbe service of 
the business of every locality."
